Texas Rangers Arrived Just 


In Nick of Time 


AMMUNITION EXHAUSTED 


And the Party Attacked 


Would Have Been at the 
Mercy of the Outlaws— 
Additional Soldiers Dis- 
patched to Restore Order 
—Passenger Trains Are 
Stopped As a Precaution.

Brownsville, Texas, Aug. 9 —Five 


Mexican bandits and one Mexican wo- 
man were killed in the fighting yes- 
terday at Norias, 68 miles north of 
here. 
For an hour, fifteen Ameri- 


cans, eight of them United States 
cavalrymen, stood off the attack of 
sixty Mexicans. Five of the Ameri- 
cans were wounded, three of the lat- 
ter soldiers. 
The fifteen Americans 


were saved from death just as their 
ammunition gave out, by the arrival 
of seventeen Texas rangers. 


With the expectation that United 


States soldiers sent to Norias ranch 
last night would relieve the situ- 
ation there, caused by the attack of 
Mexican 
bandits, 
border 
officials 


here today turned their attention to 
reports that 300 Mexicans had cross- 
ed the border into Hidalgo county, 
Texas, in small parties, and appar- 
ently were making their way to 
a 


concentration point. What this por- 
tended, none of the officials would 
venture a guess, but it was admitted 
unusual precautions were being tak- 
en by peace officers and ranch own- 
ers to prevent outbreaks.

thorough study of the details of the

•Mr. Newton today issued the follow- 


ing open letter: 
.To the People of Newark and Com- 


munity: 


On my retirement1 from the duties 


end responsibilities of Postmaster I 
desire to make a brief statement ex- 
plaining the reason of my resignation 
of the office: 
•Primarily the cause of my unjust 


treatment has been the prejudice of 
the Postmaster General on account of 
my age. I was pictured to Mr. Burle- 
son as old and infirm with "one foot 
in the grave." Circumstances after- 
ward furnished a needed opportunity 
for a postoffice 
inspector, an ultra 


Oberlin Abolitionist, who on December 
6, 1914, pronounced me "absolutely un- 
able to perform any 
official 
duties 


whatever,'' on account of my 
"ad- 


vanced age." 
though this inspector 


made no effort to put me to any per- 
sonal test whatever, either physically 
or mentally, to test my capabilities. 
and took no account of the fact that I 
had, on June 10, 1914. completely re- 
organized the entire carrier and cler- 
ical force of the 
office into a co- 


operative and harmonious body for tha 
correction of all the evils of the ser- 
vice reported by former inspectors on 
June 11, 1914. TMs report, be it re- 
membered, was made after the three 
inspectors had spent seven weeks of 
time investigating 
what they pro- 


nounced the "deplorable condition" of 
the office, the evils of which I inherit- 
ed when I became postmaster. Then 
when Congressman Ashbrook protest- 
ed against the absurdity and falsity of 
this report concerning me personally 
made by Inspector Birdseye. First As- 
sistant Postmaster 
General Roper, 


proposed that another inspector be 
sent to Newark. This resulted in the 
selection 
of 
Inspector 
West 
of 


Uhriehsville, O. When the latter came 
to Newark to make his inspection in 
February. 1915. he followed the same 
line of procedure of evading his duty 
to put me to a personal test of rr-y 
capabilities and pursued the cowardly 
policy of taking care of his own scalp 
regardless of the injustice to me. He 
took no account of the fact that I was 
devoting fully eight hours every day 
to my duties in the office, and disre- 
garded the fact, too, that the service 
of the office had been improved to an 
extent that forced him to admit that 
the condition of the office was much 
better than it had been for years. H*> 
either lacked the ability or the- cour- 
age to honestly put me to a personal 
test of my capabilities as a book- 
keeper and accountant, or of my per- 
sonal work in the office, and report th? 
result of that test or tests. I do not 
believe that Mr. West bad any desire 
to do me the injustice he did, but bv 
was absolutely afraid of endangering 
his own standing as an inspector by 
antagonizing another inspector, who 
is a disgrace to the postal service, or 
to any service where honesty is the pre- 
eminent requirement. But upon re- 
ceipt of his covardly, unfair and un- 
just report the department demanded 
my resignation in spite of the protests 
of Congressman Ashbrook. 


Briefly stated, these are the actual 


causes of the ori.srin and subsequent 
circumstances that culminated in the 
gross injustice to me. 


I appealed to the 
Department 
at 


Washington to send any of the inspec- 
tors who had reported against m? 


• toack to this office to make a more 


complete inspection 
and put me to 


such personal tests as to my com- 
petency to discharge my official duties 
as would enable me to vindicate my- 
self as well as to do me the justice of 
honestly reporting the present im- 
proved conditions of the service that 
these same inspectors criticised. 
I failed to get this act of justice ac- 


complished, but I have the satisfac- 
tion of the consciousness that I am 
turning the office over to my success- 
$r in EXCELLENT CONDITION and 
Without a blemish against the ac- 
curacy 
and 
integrity of 
its ac- 


counts with the Government. During 
»11 my administration of the office not 
a single report has been returned by 
the department for correction or ex- 
planation. 


In this connection T feel it a duty to 


•tate my hearty appreciation of the 
universal expression or kindness and 
•ympa^iy in.-my behalf' that has been 
manifested in the community by the 
people, regardless of party affiliations, 
ind by the press of'the" city. I have 
»o ill /eeling whatever toward .-any 
wno originally did hot favor my ap- 
pointment as postmaster. In a Dem- 
erratic /community every citizen has 
Tight to his choice or preference and 
I would toe false to my principles and 
Ittst public 
life did I not grant to 


every citizen this cherished privilege 
to the fullest extent.
